SALISBURY, Rhodesia (AP) — Prime Minister Ian 
Smith's cabinet rejected Monday night Britain's ship- 
board agreement on the 13-month-old independence 
crisis. Smith told a crowd waiting outside his office at 
'8 p.m.: "The fight goes on." Smith said he accepted 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson's proposed constitution 
but was not willing to accept Wilson's terms for ending 
the rebellion and a return to what he called legality. 
These terms apparently in- 
cluded giving power to the 
British governor, Sir Hum- 
phrey Gibbs, over police 
and armed forces and the power 
to appoint ministers. 

The Wilson terms also Includ- 
ed n rfemnnri thnt »w mfmhnn 
or the government should come 
from outside Smith's ruling 
Rhodcslan Front Party and that 
number must include two Afri- 
cans. 

The white regime's decision 
means that Britain will take its 
case to the United Nations and 
request mandatory trade sanc- 
tions against Rhodesia.

Most of the roads were con- 
structed by the French in the 
1920s and 1930s. 

They were not built for cither 
the volume of traffic or the 
weight of Individual vehicles 
rolling over them now. Convoys 
of. dump" trucks, 6X6 Army vehi- 
cles and heavily laden fuel tank- 
ers tumble along thoroughfares 
designed for much lighter loads 
and much slower speeds.

The difference 
was made in repairing roads 
damaged by delta floods and 
Viet Cong bombs. 

These ofrWals regard 35 per 
cent as a high figure.
